The Province of Guipufcoa, 
befides the Sums they have already voluntarily con- 
tributed, has refolv’d to levy and maintain a Regi- 
ment of 600 Foot, all Guipufcoans, who will be ve- 
ty handfomly ‘cloath’d. They write from Cadiz, 
that the Sieur de Tournon, Patriarch of Antioch, has 
embark’d there for t hillipine Ifands, from 
whence he is to go to Chiffa. Tis advis’d likewife, 
thar Forr St. Catherine which was ruin’d by the 
Enemy, is compleatly rebuilt, and made ftronger 
than before, by new Fortifications, in which are 
planted 50 Pieces of Cannon. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March ro. 
Reme, Feb. 13. The Devotions occafion’d by the 
late Earthquake continue ftill, and moft of the Con- 
frairies (or Religious Brotherhgods of Lay-perfons) 
have been in Proceilion to St#Peter’s, and other 
Churches. On the 7th the Pope went to the Church 
of Santa Maria in ‘Traftevere, faid Mafs, and after- 
wards being accompany’d by all the Cardinals that 
are in this City, except three that were Indifpos’d, 
went in Proceffion to St. Perer’s notwithftanding it 
raind hard. The Magiftrates of the People of 
Rome, have prefented a Memorial to the Pope, de- 
firing the Diverfions of the Carnival may be wholly 
rohibited for 1o Years; that a new Church may 
built and confecrated to the Holy Virgin,and that 
that of Madonna della Fornaci may be finifh’d ; that 
his Holinefs would be pleas’d to grant an Indul- 
gence yearly in form of a Jubilee on the day of the 
urification of the Virgin, and that the Eve of that 
day may be a firict Faft ; and that every 
Candies may be prefented to the Church of St, Peter 
of 60 pounds weight each. The Pope has remitted 
this Affair to a Congregation of Cardinals. The 
tath Predictions of fome People have increas’d the 
general Confternation, and occafion’d a great deal 
of Troyble and Diforder; A Calabrian Prieft, who 
Pretenced to have foretold the Earthquake that hap- 
pen'd on the 14th of laft month, and the 2d of this, 


by the Rules of Aftrology, having taken upon him 
to Prophefy that there will be a more terrible one 
on the 19th, is feiz’d and confin’d in the Prifons of 
the Holy Office. The Pope has given the Arch- 
bithoprick of Naples to Signior Pignatelli Archbithop 
of Tarentum, and at prefent Nuncio in Poland.. His 
Holinefs continues to fend confiderable Sums to re- 
lieve the Poor of the places ruin’d by the Earth- 
quakes. Cardinal Marefcotti has given all his 
Houfehold Plate to be employ'd in relieving them ; 
and Cardinal Pamphilio has given 4000 Crowns, 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Mar. 17. 
Rome, Feb. 20. On the 14th of this Month the 
Pope was oblig’d to keep nis Bed, being incommod- 
ed by the Fatigue he underwent the precedent Days 
in accompanying the Proceffions on es and other 
publick Devotions, The Bleffed Sacrament had us'd 
to be expos’d annually by direction of Cardinal Or- 
toboni on the 18th of this Month in the Church of 
St. Lawrence in Damafo, but that Ceremony was 
this Year remov’d to the Church of Chiefa Nuova, 
that of St. Lawrence being damag’d by the Earth- 
quake : In the middle of the Service a Child of 13 
Years old cryed out with heavy Groans, that the 
City would be fwallow'd up the following Night by 
a new Earthquake: The Child was had into a 
Houfe, where after feveral Lyes, he confefs’d that he 
was put upon to do this by thofe that rais’d the for- 
mer Alarm. On the 19th the Pope held a Congre- 
gation, in which he exhorted the Cardinals to return 
thanks to God for delivering this City from the Dan- 
ger that had threaten’d it, ac the fame time expref- 
fing his Satisfaction that the People had been there- 
by led to Repentance, and added that for the more 
folem Thankfgiving , Mafs fhould be celebrated 
on the 22d of this Month, after which Te Deum 
fhould be fung; which for the future will be done 
yearly on Candlemas-day after the Office of that 
day,and the precedent Eve will be kept with fafting. 
the Magiftrates of the People of Romae have made
